On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MMI in 


the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 166th Street, New York 
City. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates that it 
shall include "all people of African descent in the Western 
Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters on the 
African continent, It is patterned after the "letter and 
spirit” of the Organization of African Unity established 


(by African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in 
May, 1963. 


A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this ; 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
"human rights," while the initial objective is to 
"internationalize" the American civil rights movement by 
taking it to the United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non- 
violent civil rights movement and claims that Negroes should 
be taught to protect themselves, when and if necessary. 

The OAAU will sponsor a program for Negroes of education, 
politics, culture, economics and social reform. 
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On August 19, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the headquarters of the OAAU are located in MMI head-

MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED (MMI) 


The March 13, 1944, edition of "The New York Times,* 
a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, contained 
an article on page 20 which indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTLE), 
former national official of the Nation of Islam (NOI) who 
broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced in 
New York City on March 12 1964, that he had formed the Muslim 
Mosque, Incorporated (MMI) . The MMI, according to the article 
would be a broadly based politically oriented black nationalist 
movement for Negroes only, financed by voluntary contributions. 
In this public statement MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon

the doctrine of non-violence when it is necessary to defend 


themselves in the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested 
that Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and 
property in time of emergencies in areas where the govern- | 
ment is unable or unwilling to protect them. 


Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, re“lect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the. ’ 
State of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Islamic principals." The principal place of worship to be 
located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 


The May 23, 1964, edition of the "New York 
Amsterdam News,” a weekly Negro newspaper published in 
New York City, contained an article by columnist JAMES 
BOOKER in which he indicated that he had heard that the 
visit by MALCOLM X with Muslim leaders during his African 
tour has changed him to become soft in his anti-white 
feelings and to become more religious.

On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MMI 


in the Audubon Ballroor:, Broadway and 166th Street, New 
York City. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates that it 
shall include "all" people of African descent in the 
Western Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters . 
on the African continent. It is patterned after the "letter

A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
"human rights," while the initial objective is to 
"interrationalize" the American civil rights movement b 
taking it to the United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non- 
violent civil rights movement and claims that Negroes should 
be taught to protect themselves, when and if necessary.

On May 8, 1964, a second source advised ELIJAV 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the NOI; Muhammad's femple 
of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Jllinois,

This same source advised in October, 19632, 
that MATTHEW HALLINAN was elected as 
Chairman and CP Youth Commission Repre- 
sentative of the Berkeley CP On-Campus 
Youth Club during September, 1963. 


A second source advised that a mimeographed leaflet 
distributed by the 3erkeley DuBois Club in September, 1964, 
reflected the rame as "The W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of America - 
Berkeley Branch.” This leaflet describes the club as "An 
independent Socialist Youth Organization" and lists its head- 
quarters as $935 Grove Street, Oakland, California.

A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963, 
a conference of mempers cf the Communist Party (CP), including 
National Functionaries, set in Chicago, Illinois, for the 
purpose of setting in motion forces for the establishment of 
a new national Marxist oriented youth organization which would 
hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The 
delegates to this meeting were cautioned against the germ of 
anti-Soviet and anti-CP ideologies. These delegates were also 
told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
socialists attracted into this new organization would eventually 
pass into the CP itself. 


A second conference of over 20 persons met in 
Chicago on December 28-29, 1963, for the purpose cof initiating 
a "call" to the new youth organization and planning for a 
founding convention to be held in June 1964. 


A second source has advised that the founding con- 
vention for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, é 
1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, Célifornia, at 
which time the name w.E.B. DU 30IS CLUSS OF AMERICA was adopted. 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
attended this convention. The ains of this organizaticn, as 
set forth in the preamble to the constitution, are, "It 1s our

‘Je further fully recognize that the 
greatest threat to Ame:ican democracy cones fron the racist 
and right wing forces in coclition with the most reactionary 
sections of the economic power structure, using the tool of anti- 
communism to divide and destroy the unified struggle of the 
working people. As young people in the forces struggling for 
democracy, we shall actively strive to defeat these reactionary 
and neo-fascist elements and to achieve complete. freedom and 
democracy for ali Americans, thus enabling each individual to 
freely choose-and build the society he wovld wish to live in. 
Through these strugzi-s we feel the American people will rediize 
the viability of the socialist alternatives."
